They have made a profit of ap­ 
proximately $650 from the sale 
of broilers this year. They have 
purchased 3,300 pouls and raised

They just re­ 
cently sold 1,000 turkey 
hens, 
weighing an average of 12 pounds 
each, at 37c a pound, receiving 
more than $4 400 for them. They 
expect to realize a profit of $4,- 
000 from the turkey project. The 
poults cost them $4,950, and the 
feed cost to date has been around 
$6,000. 
Their feed cost, per day 
on their turkeys is $100.

While waiting for a train in 


224 acres in November, 
1947, 
through the Farm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration program. They now' 
have a modern 4-room house, 
with telephone, television, auto­ 
matic washing machine, ironer, 
deep freeze, and gas for heating 
and cooking purposes. 
The 
Buchanans 
manage 
to 
keep their deep freeze filled with 
h o m e - p r o d u c e d foods even 
though we had a severe drought 
this year, they had 23 different 
varieties of vegetables. 
In ad­ 
dition, they have their fruits and 
250 pounds of dressed pork, 400 
pounds of dressed beef, 30 pounds 
of dressed turkey, 150 pounds of 
dressed chicken and 18 gallons of 
lard. 
In order to have a good gar­ 
den, they fertilize it w'ith barn­ 
yard manure in the fall* of each 
year and turn it under. 
Under 
ordinary 
circumstances, 
t h e y 
would have had a fall garden 
this year, but it has been impos­ 
sible. 
In 1950 they put up 350 tons of 
silage. 
In 1951 their silage wras 
reduced, due to drought, to 200 
tons. 
They have 2,000 bales of 
hay up at the present time, and 
they are now baling hay off the 
farm for neighbors and taking 
hay for their toll. 
They use a

F 
EWER than two out of every 
three Americans belong to any 
church or synagogue. Yet the trav­ 
eler across Amer­ 
ica is never long 
out of sight of some 
house 
of worship. 
With or without a 
cress, with or with­ 
out p a i n t , every 
few miles there will 
be 
a 
church 
or 
chapel or meeting­ 
house, where like­ 
minded people meet 
to worship the One 
God. 
• • 


Variety 
I 
T is amazing, the confusing vari­ 
ety of ways in which God is pub­ 
licly worshipped. Some 
churches 
are liturgical; that is, the form of 
the service is prescribed, printed in 
a book, used with little change from 
generation to generation. Roman 
Catholic churches are of this kind 
(though there is a wide range of de­ 
tail in the procedures of different 
Catholic churches); so are the Lu­ 
theran, the Reformed and the Epis­ 
copal churches, among others. 
Other churches are non-liturgica1, 
or free, in their mode of worship, 
varying all the way from churches 
with optional forms of worship on 
out to snake-handling sects like the 
"Church of God with Signs Follow­ 
ing,” where you never know one i 
minute what is going to happen 
next. 
The liturgical churches, too, 
are different as can be. Some 
liturgies are filled with chant­ 
ing, incense, long and not easy 
for a stranger to follow. Other 
liturgies are brief and simple. 
The insides of these various 
kinds of churches are Just as 
different as the interiors of 
hotels—ail the way from the 
elegant Waldorf-Astoria down to 
the ramshackle boarding house 
of a frontier town. The leader 
of the worship may be clad in 
vestments gorgeous in the ex­ 
treme, or in a plain black gown, 
or dressed in shirt-sleeves. 


The "m an from M ars” would be 
so bewildered by all this that he j 
would ask: Is there anything at all : 
that these different kinds of worship 
have in common? 


Communion 
F OR an answer, we can go back 
more than 3,000 years to the 
time when Mo^es was organizing his 
People’s worship as he organized 
the rest of their lives. You would 
hardly have recognized that little 
“tabernacle” in the wilderness as a 
place of worship at all; it looked 
like neither church nor synagogue. 
And what went on in the taber- | 
nacle would look strange to a Jew I 
of today, stranger still to a Roman 
Catholic, strangest of all to a "non­ 
liturgical” 
Protestant. 
And 
yet, : 
what went on to make that taber­ 
nacle possible in the first place, i 
and what went on in it afterwards, I 
give us the answer to the question: ■ 
What do all the innumerable forms 
of worship have in common? 
First of all is communion with 
God. In true warship we become 
aware of Him; 
in the New 
Testament 
phrase, 
we 
"ap­ 
proach with baldness the throne 
of G race.” Worship is right 
when it actually brings the wor­ 
shipper into a cleansing con­ 
sciousness of the nearness of 
God,—when, 
indeed, 
he feels 
and knows that it is "in Him 
we live and move and have our 
being.” 


Not every one reaches this divine 
awareness in the same way. 
• • • 


Consecration 
B 
UT there is another sire to wor­ 
ship: 
Consecration. 
However 
varied the order of worship may 
be, one part of it will be found 
nearly everywhere: the offering. 
This is actually one of the 
most im portant parts of the 
service, though it is often neg­ 
lected and "skim m ed.” For the 
offering is not only important in 
itself, but it is a great symbol of 
what worship ought always to 
be, a call to dedication. 


Into the offering plate go bits of 
silver, green paper, checks . . . 
money? Yes, and more. This repre­ 
sents something of the life and work 
of the worshippers. Every man has 
some bettor 
moments 
when he 
would generously like to do some- 
thing to help the world. On Sunday 
• church harnesses his vague good 
, will. It give* him a channel for his 
generosity. 
What a m an gives ought never to 
. TO the church but THROUGH 
the church; it would be an expres­ 
sion of gratitude to God from one 
who knows that his whole life is 
God’s gift.

You D on't Have to Carry Liability Insurance, B u t . . t If you are not insured 


against bodily injury and property damage liability, you must be able to deposit with the Department of Public 


Safety security equal to the estimated damage, not exceeding $15,000.00, to cover all claims growing out of an 


accident anywhere in Texas in which you or your motor vehicle were involved. If you cannot establish financial 


responsibility for the future, your driver’s license and your motor vehicle license plates are automatically 


suspended.

You do not havt 


to establish such liability but it is the easiest way.

While the new law extends 
social security coverage to near­ 
ly eight million more pople, and 
makes possible the extension to 
about two million more through 
special arrangem ent, they

largely in categories other than 
industrial and commercial em­ 
ployee groups.

(4,700,000) are selfem­ 
ployed; approximately
